mouth, and paſſed over to the iſle of Wight, 
where now the forces were all encamped,

E recommended ourſelves ſo much 
to our brother officers, by our conduct, 


and the politeneſs of behaviour, that we 


were ſoon very much careſſed on all hands. 
The old ſoldiers, who obſerved our aſſi- 
duity and expertneſs in -out duty, pro- 
nounced, that we ſhould make as good of- 


ficers as any in the army ; and my friend 


and I, beſtowed ſo many leſſons upon 
Harry, that he ſoon became as complete a 
ſoldier as ourſelves. As to the young of. 
ficers, our gay and magnificent appearance, 
the e of my friend, and the great 

Vor. III. „„ command 
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command of money we diſplayed, together 
with our courteous behaviour, attracted all 
their praiſe, Though I was only eldeſt 
lieutenant, of the colonePs company, or in 
other words, captain lieutenant, yet I had 
as unlimited a command over my men, as 
lord William over his, the colonel ſeldom 
troubling himſelf with any other, than re. 
gimental affairs, and leaving the company 
to my ſole management. And, in a little 
time, theſe two companies, were not only 
diſtinguiſhed, more than the reſt of the re- 
giment, but more than all thoſe in the camp; 
we poliſhed the roughneſs, and brutality of 
our men, and, by our example, checked 
that licentious behaviour, which they had 
brought from the ſtreets -of London, of 
Which they had moſtly been the canaille. 
The friendſhip of our colonel for us, ſoon 
got a removal for Harry, who was ordered 

| 0 
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to do duty, as firſt lieutenant of lord Wil- 
liam's company, to his great joy, as he did 
not entirely reliſh his former captain, a po- 
ſitive, touchy, old ſoldier, of great ſuffi- 
ciency, and little knowledge. The har- 
mony obſerved among us, had ſuch an ef. 
fect upon the other officers of our two 
companies, who were all much of our own 
age, that we lived a life envied by all around 

us; diſorder and confuſion, riot and up- 
roar, was baaiked from our tents, and 
friendſhip, harmony and good humour was 
conſpicuous in all our tranſactions. Thus 
we continued for near two months, in 
our iſland camp, till the Britiſh fleet, had 
aſſembled at Spithead, and during this 
time, we frequently received letters from . 
all our friends, particularly our adored fair 
ones, fraught with ſuch ſoft, ſuch delicate 
Ga ſentiments, 
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ſentiments, as at once conſoled and aggra- 
ures the pain of abſenee . 

Axp now the fleet being ready, we em- 
e in good health and ſpirits; and as 
it fortunately happened, both our compa- 
nies were ordered on board the ſame ſhip, 
a favour we in great meaſure owed to our 
colonel, who contrived all the methods in 
his power to oblige us. Various and per- 
plexing were the many attempts we made 
to ſail, and our frequent returns into port; 
but at length we were bleſſed with a fair 
wind, and bid a long adieu to the chalky 
cliffs of England, carrying 1n our boſoms 
a fundof love, eſteem, and veneration, for 
our dear friends and native country, Lord 
William and Harry were exceſlively ſea 
fick for ſome days; but as to my part, I 


had never one qualm during the voyage: 
Our veſſel met with no accident; we did 
N dt 
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not loſe a man; and what was ſtill more to 


de wondered at, there was not the leaſt mils 


underſtanding or diſturbance among us 
Z during the whole paſſage, Every thing 
Vas conducted with calls harmony, polite- 
neſs, and unanimity. 
I mvsT here idvertiſe my reader, that he 
need be'under no pain or apprehenſion of 
my making a long digreſſion from my ſtory, 
to relate the incidents of our voyage or our 
| conſequent military operations. I never 
intended to give him a ſea journal, or to 
enter into the merits or miſcarriages of our 
expedition. Much has been written, pro 
and con, upon the ſubject, the greater part 
of which, might as well have been ſpared, 
for the knowledge it has imparted to the 
world. I ſhall only touch upon ſuch pub- 
lick actions wherein I my ſelf had a ſhare; 
= private ſtory is what I intended the 
G3 - world 
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world ſhould be acquainted with; nor ſhall 


1 digreſs from it, to become the medium 
either of party encomium, or malice, 

To return then, we reached Barbadoes 
in ſafety, and were detained there ſome 
time by the much lamented death of 
our moſt; noble commander in chief, If 
the teſtimony of ten thouſand weeping 


eyes could ſpeak his merit, they did ſo; 
we, who were more immediately under his 
care, loſt by this ſtroke a general, a fa- 
ther, and a friend, and the expedition its 


principal ſpring and ſupport. General 
ſucceeded him, who, if not. 


equal in military experience, yet poſſeſſed 
all his ſofter qualities, and perhaps was 
as generous, humane, and kind an officer, 
as ever bore a truncheon. We were ſeveral 
times on ſhore, during our ſtay, at theſe 
iſlands, where we were entertained with 

magnificence 
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magnificence by the ſettlers ; A vain, ſhewy, 
but good natured ſet of people. „ 
Ts remainder of our voyage to Jamaica 

was principally diſtinguiſhed by the diſeaſes 
that infected the fleet and army, by which 
numbers met their fate, and were caſt into 
the bowels of the ocean. Our arrival at 
the wiſhed for iſland put fome ſhort ſtop. 
to the mortality, by the freſh water and 


proviſions it afforded us; but it ſoon re- 
turned. with devouring force and ſwept 
away our men like the plague, by hundreds 

at a time. Nor were the officers exempted 

from the fate of their men, urging it by their 


intemperance, as if the diſeaſes to which we 
were expoſed, had not been ſufficient of 


_ themſelves to wing their paſlage to the other 
world.

W. were ſo happy, by mixing as little 
as poſſible in theſe debauches, to preſerve 
our healths for a conſiderable time after 
our arrival. But it was our ill luck to be off 
our guard one evening, and, after drinking 
pretty freely at an entertainment made by 
one of the admirals, t to which we were in- 
vited, we took ſo few of our uſual Precau- 
tions, as to barring out the evening dew, 

- that 
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that we caught violent colds, and my friend 
and myſelf, were both attacked with a 
raving fever, that put our lives in immi- 
nent danger. Harry eſcaped, and happy 
it was for us that he did, for to his extra- 
ordinary affection and aſſiduity, and the 
faithful attendence of my man, more than 
any thing elſe, we owed the preſervation of 
our lives. Each of them never ſtirred from 
us during our whole illneſs, performed all 
the offices of a nurſe, and adminiſtred the 
medicines that were preſcribed 'us. ' Our 
general officers, and all our brethren of 
the army, were continually viſiting us, and 
we had ſo gained the good will of every 
one, chat the apprehended loſs of us, was 
viewed in the light of a common mis for- 
tung Thank God, the endeavours of our 
. phyſicians had the deſired effect, and we 
a recovered, though ſo much weakened, 48 
e G5 Ts not 
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not to be able to return to our duty for 


ſome weeks. Lord William's and Harry's 


ſervants, who were attacked with the ca- 


lenture at the ſame time, baffled all the 
means medicine could furniſh, and died re- 
gretted by us all, as their uſeful qualities 
deſerved. The tenderneſs ſhewed by lieu- 
tenant Hammerton, which was held in ad- 
miration by all, drew from us the ſincereſt 
acknowledgments, and from this time we 
threw aſide all reſerve, and made him a 
partaker of all our ſecrets, even that of our 
love; and his lively reflections, and the 


pleaſing hope he endeavoured to inſpire, 
frequently ſoftened the chagrin that our 


abſence, now near a twelvemonth, with- 
out once hearing from the idols of our ſouls,

' BeFoE we were thoroughly well, orders 
were given for the forces to embark, upon 
| a concerted expedition, from which the 
goodneſs of our ſuperiors would have ex- 
cuſed us. But the deſire of ſignalizing 
ourſelves in the ſervice of our country, was 
too ſtrong a motive to be diſpenſed with 
from a little bodily inability ; ; Nay, it per- 
haps contributed greatly to the reſtoration 
of our ſtrength, Accordingly we went on 
board, with our reſpective companies, now 
very conſiderably leſſened by the ravages, 
diſeaſes and death had made amongſt them. 
Wie now approached the deſtined ſcene 
of action, where firſt we were to draw our 

G6 maiden 
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maiden fwords, in the public ak We 
took the forts at the entrance of the har- 
bour, and in the ſeveral ſkirmiſhes, with 
which theſe advantages were attended, diſ- 
tinguiſhed ourſelves with applauſe. The 
roaring of great guns, the whizzing of the 
ſhot about our ears, and the horror and 
clangor of battle ſoon became familiar to 


us, and we marched. unappalled through 


clouds of hoſtile. ſmoke; thus frequent 
uſe, weans us from our natural propen- 
ſity to fear, and the timid ; ſwain, by de- 
grees, riſes into intrepidity and heroiſm. 
Still the plagues of this ſultry climate, the 


' noxious ſeaſon of the year, and ſome other 


accidents, that either could not, or were 
not remedied, continued to thin our ranks, 
even within n fight of the lofty walls, 
Which we, in imagination, looked upon as 


our own; to chat our general thought pro- 


per 
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per to make one bold puſh, before he was 
further diſabled, upon a ſtrong fort one ol 
the principal defences of the city. 

My friend, my ſelf, and H had 
each of us a ſhare in the action of that me- 
morable day, which unpriſoned ſo many 
noble ſouls from their bodily manſions. I 
cannot help here making mention of the 
_ gallantry of my friend, who, as he was 
marching before his men, had his partiſan 
ſhattered in his hand, by a ſhot from the 
caſtle, while, by the ſame ſhot, a ſerjeant 
and two private men juſt behind him, were 
killed. This noble youth, without the leaſt 
alteration of countenance, ſtooped and took 
up the halbert, that had thus loſt its owner, 
and giving the word to cloſe the ranks, 
mightily, by this preſence of mind, kept 
up the ſpirits of our men. Soon after- 
wards the worthy youth fell, by a more 
unlucky 
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- unlucky ſhot, and was carried back to the 
camp, in a very dangerous condition. Nor 


did 1 eſcape better, but fell, wounded in 
three places; and ſhould there have breath- 
ed my laſt, but for the friendſhip of Harry, 
who once more ſaved my life, by carrying 


me, with the aſſiſtance of his few remaining 
men, off the field, in the retreat. 


PrRHAPS the oldeſt officer living, was 


never witneſs to ſuch unfortunate, ſuch un- 


availing bravery, as was ſhewn by our 


troops, who intrepidly expoſed themſelves 


to ſure and certain ſlaughter. Unhappy 


men ! may your memories be ever dear to 
your country, who thus expoſed your lives 


for her honour and intereſt! Harry had 
the good fortune to eſcape unhurt, and the 
behaviour of all three, was taken ſuch no- 


tice of, by the brigadier of the day, that 
his report did e us very conſiderable honour 


both 


* 
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both in the army and fleet. We loſt in this 
carnage our lieutenant colonel, and ma- 
jor; and lord William, out of his ſingle . 
company, every officer but lieutenant 
Hammerton. But we had officers ſufficient 
for our number of men, ſince now our two 
companies conſiſted together but of 36. 
Our wounds, though very dangerous, were 
not mortal, and as we had the aſſiſtance of 
the general's own ſurgeon, a few: weeks 


perfected our cure; and, by our confine- 
ment on board, we only miſſed the being 
preſent at abundance of diſagreeable bick= 
erings between our commanders, and the 
melancholy circumſtances of a retreat, 
which they mutually charged upon each 
other. Indeed Mr, Hammerton's account 
of theſe matters from time to time, made 
us not at all ſorry for the ſpace we were 
detained from action.
